with three rector*, three curate*, one 
reader, six carechi*!*, and levers) other 
subordinate teacher* j and in lieu of one 
place of worihip, and one school in New 
Amsterdam, with two or three irregular 
and ill- supplied oqtpottt, wt now behold 
three new pariah churches, eight new 
chapels, and thirteen schoolt." Tht gen- 
tumen of tht Berbice committee Gave 
taken (he right wty to return thankt for 
tliit astittance— by tlriring to carry on (he 
good work. They resolve " That a com- 
munication be matte to the Lord Bishop 
of iht diocese, titling that £1 5(1 are im- 
mediately irailtble for the purpote of 
obi sitting the assistance of another cler- 
gyman in Her luce ;" and they slate in 
their npnrt: — " We hate now two posit 
unprovided for. * * * At both 
these pasts we are promited cutmdernbJe 
local attittance, with residence alto for 
our clergymen: to that if our funds 
increase, as we confidently expecl they 
will, we thall be able to make up the 
remainder of the stipend* of ihe clertrvmen 
thus engaged."

atriTiiuE, and which only edue4ition can remove, 
fmm the vast mixture tnd variety of Jsn^uagcs 
in use amonest the poor nod uneducated in the 
land. The English language being Benerslly 
read sud s^ken in the churches througbout 
the eountry. It is of vital nevettity to rviiajoini 
niij-.ri ivt inL'in that it should Im understood and

can only result from edurstiun. Tbe school 
must prepare them (or the ehurch. The seboul- 
lnaster ntuat pwve tbe way to thoir niinds fur 
the uifuittcr, ut the utmost eltbrts of the eburch 
must be vain mid ineffectual.

Parlia- 
mentary debutant* do not to much aspire 
to bt brilliant, impassioned, or profound, 
at to iphi out tiieir orations to a certain 
length. A Speech under thtet quarter* 
of an hour ctn scarcely be *aid to count ; 
nn hour may past mutter j tnd every 
additional half hour adds to the nputa- 
tion of t " promising young Member. " 
Not every man possesses the subtle and 
brilliant intellect of Brougham, but out 
man can make hit speech long j not every 
man can appreciate th* dartlmg and im- 
passioned oratory of Bmngbtm, but aay 
mm can count on tbe watch or dock how 
many minutes or huurt a speech occupies 
in Ihe delivery. People who have never 
attempted to make a speech themselves, 
think the power of manufacturing and 
uttering • string ol sentences without book 
next to a miracle, snd wonder moat at him 
who can keep it longest up ; and every un 
fledged orator, doubtful thst he may be 
dreaming he hat spoken, can only convince 
himself of the reality of hit feat by repeat- 
ing the ex peri meat. In all timet there 
hare hecn men to incontinent of words, 
that hiving once begun, the sheer delight 
of hearing their own voices, and wagging 
their own tongues, keeps (hem cha(tering 
on. But the mischief iu Pirliamen( at 
present is, that tbe lengthy style af speak- 
ing hat become a chronic and not an occa- 
sional complaint. Enterctther houtewhen 
you may, you find one man delighted with ! 
hi* own .peaking, and tbe rest impatient 
J ill their turn comet. To tay nothing of 
the obstruction of business, (be dulnest 
which thit itttte of matters communicate* 
to the newspapers it inexpressible j they 

load tht stomach at tbe morning meal 
like doughy bread, which hat not had 
ita due allowance of yeast and fire. The 
evil it not confined to the House of 
Commons : it prerailt, if possible, to a 
»ti« greater extent in the Courts of Law, 
— from which, indeed, theie it some 
reason to believe that it was at firtt traot- 
planted to the Legislature. There is 
toiuething peculiarly intolerable in the 
prosing of our kgel amors a tongue 
kaleine. All other speakers bold thevn- 
stlrea bound to preserve tomething like 
the form* of continuous ergiimeut, or to 
dutt ihe insipid met* with an occasional 
tpriuklitig of oratorical pepper ; bu( your 
(rue English lawyer goes on quoting out 
after cue, rntcring into Iht details of 
etch, hut never venturing lo draw so 
inference or extract tny thing approaching 
to a general principle. It it no exaggera- 
tion to tay, (bat bit unmeaning monoto- 
nout, interminable talk, it enough to drive 
nn nn practised listener mad i and even 
judgei have been known to bt stimulated
